THE CITY 
COUNCIL ACCEPTS 


BOTH 
PROPOSITIONS. 


The Special Meeting or the Council In- 


striu-t* the Mayor to Make the Fair 
liround Lease—A Supplemental I'roposi. 
tioo From Mr. Clokey—Other Things. 
The interest the people take in the park 


question was shown last night by the num- 
ber at the council meeting. 
The lobby was 


entirely filled. All the aldermen except 
Finn were present when City Attorney Mc- 
Donald, who acted in the capacity of coun- 
sellor general and scribe in chief, called the 
roll. 


The mayor announced that the meeting 


was held for the purpose of hearing the re- 
port of the special committee on parks. 


Aid Harwood reported from the com- 


mittee that they had examined both tracts 
of land and they recommended that both 
propositions be accepted. They also recom- 
mended that a committee be appointed to 
meet the committee from the board of 
supervisors, and complete the lease on the 
terms proposed; that the mayor and clerk 
be instructed to execute said lease, ami thai 
the same committee be instructed to extend 
to Mr. and Mrs. Clokey the thanks of the 
city of Decatur for their magnificent propo- 
sition and notify them of its acceptance. 


The report was unanimously adopted. 
Aid. Simpson moved that a committee of 


one from each ward be appointed to meet 
theboard's committee, and attend to the 
details of executing the lease. 
The motion 


was carried. 


The mayor subsequently appointed the 


same committee that had reported on the 
matter, with the single exception of Aid. 
May, who is a member of the county board's 
committee. These 
are the 
gentlemen:

Graham and Shoemaker. 
On motion oi 


Aid. May the mayor was added. The coun- 
cil committee and the county board's com- 
mittee will meet to-morrow afternoon at 
Mills Bros.' office. 
It is suppose.! that all 


the details will be made and everything got- 
ten ready to perfect the lease of the fail 
grounds at the meeting of the county board 
on Thursday. 


Acting Clerk McDonald then lead this 


communication from J. S.'. Clokey: 


"As supplementary to the pending propo- 


sition of Mrs. Clokey and self to donate 8C 
acres for a public park, I would offer to sell 
to the city 20 or 25 acres, according to sur 
vey, abutting on said fcO acres, on the east, 
at 850 an acre, on 10 years time at G per 
cent, interest, with reservation as to coal, 
etc. This would secure a park of about 105 
acres and control of the entire tract. 


"In case it is decided that the city cannot 


hold or develop a park beyond the corporate 
limits, we will consent to the limits being 
extended so as to include the park ground, 
and a strip of ground on the south side of 
William street, the usual lot depth, east to 
the I., D. & AV., thence south to the park. 


"Onr propositions are made for the pur- 


pose of securing for the city a public park, 
ample for the future, and based on our 
faith that the acceptance meaus that the 
city will see to the proper development and 
maintainance of the park in a measure 
commensurate with the best interests and 
progressive spirit of Decatur." 


The proposition was referred to the same 


committee appointed to confer with the 
board of supervisors. 
Here Aid. Metz arose and a^keJ if by the 


appointment of that committee the mayor 
and clerk were empowered to lease the fair 
grounds without reporting to the council 
again. The mayor answered that was his 
understanding of the matter. 
"Then I 


say," said the alderman, "that is not right." 
"Now is the time," said the mayor, 
"to 


make it right." "I don't see any reason, 
continued the alderman, "for rushing this 
thing through here to-night. We want to 
take time. I want a park, but I don't see 
that we must have that fair grounds park. 1 
don't see why we should let the Clokey park 
go. I don't know but what all this talk 
about the fair grounds park is worked up 
by a few newspapers, and that the people 
don't want it. There are some people who 
say those springs at the fair grounds are 
impure. Maybe they are like Imboden's 
springs. I don't know who wants to drink 
the water. I know I don't want to drink 
any of it." 
For some reason or other this 


caused a general smile. 


The right of way for the Union street 


and Wykoff sewers, secured by the public 
•improvement committee, was accepted. 


The public improvement committee was 


instructed to perfect plans and 
specifica- 


tions for the sewers and advertise for bids, 
to be received for a period of 40 days. 


Aid. Moran asked if the city attorney had 


yet found out whether or not the city had 
any right to take control of land outside the 
limits. 


Attorney McDonald said he had pursued 


his investigations very closely, but was not 
yet clear as to what power the city had in 
the matter. While he didn't say the city 
didn't have the power to take police control
